byterians againſt the balGopa Governinent: order to which they had 

employed one Maithew Wright, and Filfam Morgam,and' one Mr, Ireland to go & preach, 
under the notion of Preshyterians, and give the difaffe&cd Scots, a true unde: ſtanding of 

their fad ftate and condition,in which they were, by ceaſon ofthe Epiſcopsl Tyranny,e x. 


erciſed over them: and withall to tell them, they had now afair opportunity to vindicate . 


cheir liberty-and Religionzand that it could be done by no other way bue by the Sword; 
and that now the King was fo addifed co his pleaſures, that he would, and could take 
bur little care in that concern. And inthe ſaid Letcer it was exprefled, that they had got» 
ten an intereſt in His Royal Highneſs, but chey would deal with him as they thoughe ties 
and that they were reſolved to ufe all means to weaken the King of England's latereſt, by

. Item IV. That the ſaid Danie! Armſtrong , alias Foſeph Maydford , did bring Letters 
from St Omers tothe Engliſh Colledge at Valladelyd ro the Fathers of that Colledge, 
written in Latine (they being Spaniards) in which it was expreſſed and related from the 
Fathers of St, Omers, that the Fathers of the Society in Londzn had procured one Father 
Beddingfie!d to be Gonfeffor to his Royal Highneſs , but if they (aw his Royal Highneſs 
did not anſwer their expeQations,they would diſpole of him as they didintend to diſpoſe 
of his Brother the King, which they hoped to effe& within a year: Which Letters bore 
date June the rath, 1677. aud ſubfcribed by Richard Aſhby, alias Thimbleby , ReQor of 
the Engliſh Seminary of eheSociety of Jeſus at, St, Omer: Richard Peter; , Miniliey , Kd- 
ward Nevill, Prefe& of the Studies, Cheries Peters, Prefeft.of the Sodality , Thytas Fer- 
mor, Preſe& of Manners: Which Lecters the Depanent ſaw, and read in themonth of Se- 
ptember at Valladohyd in the Kingdem of Spain, | 

Item V, That Father Suiman above mentioned wrote tothe Engliſh Colledge, to the 
Fathers there, that the King of England was poiſoned-to the great joy of the Engliſh Fa- 
thers, and that they would ſerve King Famer ſo, if hedid noz.givethemgood aſſurance 
of bringing in of the Catholick Religion, and of rooting out Proteſtant Religion; this 
Letter bore date F#!y 1. 1677. and was {een and read by the. Deponeat at Valladolzd, in 
the month of F«ly, near the latter ead. 

Item VI. That one Father Fobn Blaky, alias Croſs , who went withthe four Students 
to Madrid, did bring Letters trom Richard Strange, Provincial of the Jeſuits, and one Fa- 
ther Gray a Jeſuit, and John Keiner , to Father Swiman above mentioned, in which was 
ſpecified, that all diligence was uſed by the ſaid Richard Strange, Father Gray , and Fohn 
Keiney, to procure ſome perſons to diſpatch the King, and to put a perio1 to his daizs, 
which Letter bore date Fune 1oth. 1677:flylo novo, And now the Deponent being ſent to 
Madri din the month of Auguſt, read it in Father Suiman's Chamber , he ſhewing it alſo 
at ihe ſpme time to James Archbiſbop of Twam, inthe Kingdom of Ireland. 

Item Viſ, That the (aid Father Swiman received another Letter bearing date July the 
20th, 1677, ſylo nove, from Richard Strange, Father Gray, Jobn Keines, Bafil Langworth, 
Jhn Fenwick, Father Ireland, and Father Harcourt, in which they did manifeſt, that chey 
were very ſorry for informing him , chat he might aſſure himſelf that che buſineſs was 
done, their man W:lliaw being faint-hearted, could noc then do it , though he had fif- 
teen hundred pounds promiſed him for his pains; of which Leccers the Engliſh Miſſiona= 
ries were one by one informed; thoſe at M:drid by John Croſs, alias Blake , and thoſe at 
Valladolzd, by Daniel Armſtrong, Jeſuits, which Letter of the 22th. of July, the Deponent 
ſaw in the Chamber. of the ſaid Szximan at Madrid, at the ſame time when heſaw the Lets 
ters of the 10th, of [«/y, mentioned in the ſixth paragraph or number, 

Izem VINL., That on the third of Novem. Stylo novo, Father Pedro Jeronymo de Corduba,Pro- 
vincial of che Jcſuits in New-Coſtte,&d write to Richard Strange, & J.hn Krines that if the 
bufine(s of diſpatching the King of England could be ctt-ccd , they thould hav. ten thous 
ſand pound for their pains,. which Letter the deponent brought. from Vallidolyd to Bilbao, 


 andembarqued in a (hip within five dai:s after his arrival thither, and in hve daies more 


arcived at a liccle Towa near Exeter, and in lix.daics more came to Londoy, and delivered 
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the Letter to Richard Strange, and when opened, it was written in Latin, and read by the 
ſaid Strarge;and he ſaid , that all means ſhould be uſed to anſwer Father Pedr/'s expecta» 
tion» And inthe Letter to Strange, was one encloſed to this Keines, by the name of Juan 
de Neoporto de la Compania de Jeſu, which Letter the ſaid Keines offered the deponent to 
read, but being written in Spaniſh, the Deponent did not well underſtand the Letter, and 
could make but little of it by reaſon of the Spaniſh abbreviationsz theretore the (aid 
Strang: did give the deponent the Letter direRed to himlelf, ſaying, he thought the de- 
ponent did underſtand Latin betteyx than Spaniſh ſo that the deponent read.the (aid letter 
and in it the Contents abovementioned: and the ſaid Strange being then ill upon Keires 
his bed, {aid, that he hoped God would Rrengthen honeſt Wilkan®s heart to do his work. 
Now this honeft Iiliam is a Servant to theſocicty in London. ThisStrange did then lye 
at one Mrs, Saunders houſe, a part of Wildhouſe in Wildftrees, ywhcre the deponent heard 
this dilcourſe from the ſaid Strange and Keines, 

Item LX. That the (aid Richard Strange & Fobn Keines, Baſil Langworth, Father Harcourt, 
Jobn Fenwick, Father Ireland, Father Gray, Father Jexnifon, Father Saunders, and Father 
Eccleſdon,did write a Letter,and Subſcribed ir,and ſent it to St. Omers to Richard Aſhby, 
Rector of the Engliſh Seminary therezin which he and the Reſt of the Fathers were given 
to underſiand that the King was altogether given to his pleaſures, and that they had an 
intent to procure one to ſtab him at his Court of Whiteball;& it that could not be convent» 
ently. doney they would employ one of his Phyſicians to poiſon him for which work they 
had ten thouſand pounds inthe hands of one J/rſly, a Goldſmith in Loxdoxnz which mony 
was procured for them by one Father Lefhee, a French Jeſuit, and confeſſor to the French 
King which Letter the deponent ſaw and read, and faw it ſubſcribed by the perfous a- 
bove-mentioned, and carried it to St. Omers, He went to Dover by Coach, a place in
